Administration of the Interior, addressed a meeting of the’ Employees’ 
Group of the SED in the Volikshaus of the GAI in Wilkeimsruhe. Fe 
spoke for an hour on the ‘subject of "he Function of the Police and 
tne GAIT." . 


ay, The main noints of his eect are seer below: 


"During the past. three years the foundations for a democratic recon- 
struction of Germany have been laid. The land reform, the expropriation 
of industrial combines and large estates, the punishment of war crim- 
inais and Nazi activists, the: establishment of the publicly-owned 
enterprises were all steps in the right direction. The half-year plan 
for 1948 and the. two-year plan will assist im the peaceful reconstructic::

General Gcuderfian, and are now being ecuipped 
with, and trained in, the use of medium and heavy artillery, A similer 
role is being played by the so-called Industrial Police under the 
Leadership of the former General Staff Chief, Falder.

"Patriotic groups Like the Stahlhelm have also been permitted to 
veorganize. ALL these Germans have been politically aroused by 
Adenauer, Schumacher, and others, all of whom are valid servants of 
Wall Street. They have been inciting these Germans anc systematically 
preparing them for the day when thev will be colom+1 soldiers of tne 
USA ine fight against the Eastern “one. ; 


"As a result of this development, class warfare in all its many varia- 
tions is rising all over Germany, The prerequisite for a successful 
battle against the enemies of the working class is a strong government. 
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The most important function therefore, of the Gal is to do every= 
thing it can to etrengthen tne government and develor it into an 
effective wearon of class warfare. The police, as the armed section 
of the government, is the most important grour. 


"During the last three years the foundations for the democratic recone~ 
struction of Gerrany have started from below.

"A similar reorganization must also take Place within the armed secticn 
of the government -- the nolice, Imrortant new functions within the 
state adrinistration must justify its rosition as maridian of the work. 
ing mane a higher technical and political standard is necessary. 
People with undeciden ideologies have no Place in tte administrations 
moreover, a clear external political orientation is required. “"veryone 
must understand ebsolutely that there are only two alternatives, A 
compromise betreen “ast and vest is merely an illusion, and vill always 
lead into the ceritalist camp. Thus no administrative employee may 
show any deviation from “astern orientation. This must also be guarded 
against in the GAI. : 


"The most important task, therefore, is to set up a unified, well- 
organized, well armed, well- disciplined, and powerful police. rvery 
membex of the ;olice must have good professional training, This does 
not, however, main that a good knowledge of the penal code is sufficient. 
alter all, tro whole legal code is of questionable value now, as it was 
envisaged fov a capitalist society, end served only ars an insetrumen* 
for tue supwession of the laboring masses. The penal code, as well 
as 2ne -givil eode, are expressions of capitalist, bourgeois ideas of 
led, the emcvhasis being on the security of private ovmershir and the 
vignt of heredity. Property of tre peorle or democratic land owner. 
ship are’noc included. New laws will have to be formulated weich will 
take into .ccount there ner socisl conditions. 


“Thus it wll be the funetion of tre Gal, within the next few weeks, 
maybe even within the next fer days, to put these legal concerts as 
they affect the police into actual directives. «a statute for the Gal, 
official yrocedures and regulations for the police, will have to be 
formulated. This must be worked out with speed enc precision. Delays 
will be avoided, Every bureaucratic action will be considered as 
sabotare and cunished accordingly. 


"The third task will be the introduction of an iron discipline into che 
service. In order to achieve this g0al we may have to acce; t the 
necessity of vermitting such things as standing at attention, drills 
decorations, insigria of renk, and maybe even the eraulete of generat 
officers, It is out a side issue that tre black, red, and gold flag, 
with the police etar superimposed on it, will fly cver the Gal 
building. The outside form Le not important, it is tre inner content 
that counts. The purvose is determined by the party. Therefore it 
is absolutely necessary that the party's purnose be camried out with 
iron discipline. It is only in this manner that the police, as the 
armed section of tre government, can fulfill its function." 


3. In the discussion which followed. thig speech, Blalek, head of the 
Political and Cultural section, said that a pacifist apathy similar to 
the one after 1918, was dangerous for the entire concert of class were 
fare, and that the enemy wae aware of this sentiment, and his agente 
were fostering thie pacifiem in the Bastern Zone. 
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
